Mew lo n d o n , Conn., Sept. 26.— 
( I P ) — The U At ted Staten submarine 
S-51, rammed by the Steamship City 
of Rome, durin g the darkness of the 
night, was sunk off Block Inland, ac­ 
cording to wireleHH dispatches 
re­ 
ceived here early today.

How these men m anaged to escape 
th e subm a rine after the crash was 
not explained in the early dispatches 
rea ch in g here. 
T h a t the SS men 
believed 
still 
aboard the vessel may still be alive 
was the opinion expressed by nuval 
officers here early today. 
They said th a t the su bmarine, be­ 
ing divided into com partm ents, may 
have been dam aged by the collision 
iii only one com partm ent, perm itting 
the crew to get into othe r co m p art­ 
ments and cling to life there a bit 
longer. 
It was explained th a t under these 
conditions and with special 
provi­ 
sions available to com bat just such 
emergencies, the men might endure 
for a time r a n g in g from 12 hour- to 
a week, depending on how badly the 
vessel was damaged. 
The crash is officially reported as 
occurring at 10:24 last night.

The p asto r of a Chicago c h u r c h recently declared, in an ad dress before 
a group of social workers, that his orga nizati on handle d an ave ra g e of three 
thousand ch ildren every year th r o u g h its Sunday school activities, and at no 
time d u rin g the last 12 ye ars h a d he ever been called 
into Juvenile court b e ­ 
c au se of the misdoings of one of th o se children, thou gh he was a frequent 
visitor th e re iu the in terests of oth er children. 
Y’et that ch u rch is located in th e ward which has the second highest 
Juvenile delinquency rate of all the w a rd s of the city. 
C o m p are the cost of that one Sunday school with the cost of ten police­ 
men and try to imagine any ten policemen keeping ord er a m o n g three th o u ­ 
sand children for an en ti re year. 
Good g o v ern m en t depends upon an autho rity fa r mor e fundam enta l than 
force. 
If a child has no deep-seated moral conviction con cern in g obedience 
to law, respect for auth o rity a n d the rights of others, no police system in the 
world can make a good citizen out of him by forcing him into good behavior. 
T he value of a Sun day school lies in th e fact that it implants within 
the plastic mind of youth the pri ncip le of se lf-g o v e rn m e n t 
the principles by 
which he gove rns him self in a c c o rd a n c e with propriety an d good morals. 
No am o u n t of doctrinal te a c h in g of d en o m in ati o n al 
tenets will over 
atone for the failure of a S u n d a y school to teach th e c hil dre n the high m o ­ 
rality of respect for the rights of others. 
S u n d ay school w o rk ers so m eti mes complain th at they have no authority 
over thei r pupils a s do the d ay schools. 
This, however, is their op port unit y 
and their challen ge . 
To stim u la te a boy to want to do the right thing is 
be tte r than to be able to compel him to be right. 
T h e S u n d a y school which keeps children out of the toils of the law is 
not an expe nse but an eco no my in tile co mm unit y. 
Disband tile Sunday 
schools and watch the co urt mxsts increase, watch the police forces u.large, 
w atc h the pen al institution s fill up. 


E v ery Sund ay school in the land is an institution of economy. 
It 
its own cost many times ov er in taxes that do not h av e to be paid.
